Relentless Assaults 
In Northern Tunisia; 
Lose 12 Tanks In Trap

Allied Headquarters in North Africa, May 5 (Al*)— Americans and French, sm ashing 
along the M editerranean toward Bizerte, have reached a point only IO miles from that 
Naval base, and other American forces closing in from M ateur have driven to within five 
miles of Perryville, Allied headquarters advices said today. 
• 
Perryville is IO miles northeast of M ateur and only eight miles across Lake Bizerte 
from the Naval base. 
Beat Back Counterattack 
The penetration to within artillery range of Bizerte was made after beating back a 
German counterattack a t Djebel Cheniti, north of Lake Achkel, one of the w ater defense's 
protecting the* southern approaches to the Naval base. 
Pushing out of M ateur to the east and southeast, the Americans also made a five-mile 
gain, and repulsed another light enemy counterattack launched from Djebel Makna, a ridge 
on the east side of the river Tine. 
Dispatches this morning from M ateur said American patrols had taken Eddekhila, 
. six miles west of Tebourba. Tebourba is 18 miles west of Tunis and the same distance south­ 
east of Mateur.
